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PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


The aim of the physical education program is to 
enable titans to develop the knowledge, skills, and 
attitudes necessary to lead an active, healthy 
lifestyle. Activities include track, football, soccer, 
swimming, skating, broomball, hockey, slow pitch, 
synchronized swimming, dance, gymnastics, weight 
training, cross-country, badminton, volleyball, 
rugby, and other individual and team sports.
